Formerly the “ common scold’ 
the 
woma n who ma de her neighbors Liv es 
intolera ble w ith her ra ging temper, her 
bitt« *r tongue, h* r sla nders a nd ca lum ­ 
nies— wa s found 
ev erywhere. 
La w § 
were pa ssed recognizing her a s one kind 
of crimina l. 
There were two forms of 
punishment by which she w a s repressed 
or deterred or cowed into gentleness— 
v iz, the cucking stool a nd the bra nk. 
The cucking 
stool 
a ssumed 
v a rious 
sha pes, but it genera lly consisted of a 
cha ir on one end of a bea m, which rested 
on a ba r so a s to ma ke a seesa w. Some­ 
times the cha ir wa s hung from the bea m 
by a cha in. 
The culprit being tied on 
the cha ir, the oth**r end of the bea m 
went up a nd the cha ir went down into 
the 
wa ter, sousing the woma n w m - 
pletely. Th« *y did this three times, a fter 
which they let her go. 
Such stools belonged to nea rly ev ery 
pa rish. 
Like the stocks a nd the pillory, 
they formed pa rt of the furniture of jus­ 
tice. 
For insta nce, a bout London, there 
wa s one ou Ba nkside with which they 
ducked the wiv es of the pla yers. 
There 
wa s one a t Ra dcliffe, one a t Kingston- 
on-Tha mes, a nd there wa s one which 
stfxxl till the beginning of this century 
beside the grea t pond c,r reserv oir of the 
Green pa rk. 
Appa rently the cha ir a nd the cold 
ba th did not completely destroy the fe­ 
ma le tendency to scold, for it wa s found 
necessa ry to inv ent a nother punishment, 
which wa s extensiv ely a dopted, a lthough 
not a uthorize d by the la w. 
This wa s 
the "bra nk, ” or "scold’s bridle, ” which 
consisted of a sma ll ca ge formed by iron 
hoops to fit the hea d, with a piece of 
iron 
which 
pressed the 
tongue a nd 
formed the ga g. Thus a dorned, the scold 
wa s either led or ca rried a bout the town 
for a ll the world to see. 
Sometimes she 
wa s pla ced on a high sca ffold. 
The 
bra nk wa s used in some pla c**s down to 
the beginning of the century. Its disuse, 
its disa ppea ra nce, ma ke one incline to 
th** belief tha t the scold ha s a lso disa p­ 
pea red. 
Howev er, such is not the ca se. 
The disea se or infirmity of scolding still 
exists, but in a much milder form. The 
mildness of the modern form is ma inly 
dm* to the improv ed conditions of life. 
Two hundred yea rs a go the v illa ge 
household wa s insufficiently fed; the 
qua lity a s w ell a s the qua ntity of the 
food wa s ba « l; work wa s ha rd; men were 
rough; husba nds beut their wiv es ha bit­ 
ua lly; in coltl \v **a thi r they wi re thinly 
cla d ; m hot weuth* r th« ir clothes were 
too thick. 
If there wa s a ny indulgence 
possible, it took the form of beer. 
Tea 
did not t*xist. 
Children, hungry a nd 
cold, cried a ll da y a nd a ll n igh t; ev ery­ 
thing combined to exa spera te a woma n. 
Wha t wonder if, from time to time, » he 
lost control of herself a nd beca im* copi­ 
ously eloq u ent ov er her wrongs? Things 
ha v e grea tly improv ed. The husba nd no 
longer— or v ery seldom— bea ts his wife; 
tie* food ha s become chea p; wa ges ha v e 
gon** up, 1 :.curies, formerly una tta in­ 
a ble, ha v e h*« >me necessa ries; the scold 
is « lying ou t of the land beca ust» there 
is s« , Utile 1< ft to scold a bout.— Phila ­ 
delphia Ledger.

The Hon Joh n H. Reagan, who was 
postm aster general of the Southern Con­ 
federacy, delivered a lecture in San A n­ 
tonio, Tex., on the evening of April 20 
in behalf of the fund for a Confederate 
m onum ent and “ the Southern Battle ab­ 
bey.” in tin* course of w hich he related 
tin* following; 


“ On the m orning of the second battle 
of Cold HarUir, in 1s6 4, Jud ge Mere­ 
dith and Jud g e Lyons, tw oof the judges 
in Richm ond, and myself rode out to 
the batth field, crossing the Chickuhom- 
iny at M edianicsville and rid ing along 
a road a few hundred yards in the rear 
of our line of battle. 
The battle 
was 
then raging the whole length of our 
line. 
Squads of prisoners w ere from 
tim e to tim e being brought back to the 
road we w ere on. When we reached the 
point 
w here we had a view of the 
G aines h ill farm , we saw th a t the en­ 
em y ’s shells wt re falling in the field 
about G eneral Lee's headquarters. 
At 
th a t tim e there w as a good deal of solic­ 
itude, both in tin* arm y and am ong ci­ 
vilians, about General Li*e’s exposing 
him self so m uch in battle, and it was 
felt that his loss w ould lie a great c a ­ 
lamity. I suggested to Judges M eredith 
and Lyons that I would ride dow n to 
the g eneral’s headquarters. 
They said 
they would not go, but asked me to sug­ 
gest to G eneral Lee the question as to 
w hether he could not cover him self by 
some large tre* s a few hundred yards in 
his rear and from these send his orders 
and rt ceive reports as well as from the 
exposed position he was then in. 
‘W hen I reached his headquarters 
his staff officers were all out ; nope but 
an orderly w ith him. 
I m entioned that 
a good deal of artillery w as being used. 
He said, 
‘Yes; 
more than 
u 
usual 
am ount on both sides. ’ Ho added, ‘T hat 
does not do m uch h a rm .’ 
And w aving 
his hand off pretty m uch to tlie front 
oi him, w here the m usketry firing made 
a noise m uch like the tearing of sheets, 
j he said, ‘T h a t is w h at kills m e n.’ 
I 
then m entioned to him w h a t Judges 
M eredith and Lyons had suggested about 
his covering him self by the large trees 
in his rear. 
To this ho replied that 
when the shells began to fall in the field 
w here he w as he had ordered the wagons 
containing the quarterm aster, com m is­ 
sary, ordnance and medical stores back 
behind the tim ber, but th a t it was nec­ 
essary for him to be as near th e line of 
battle as practicable. 
“ He then said to me th a t General 
G rant was at th a t tim e assaulting lus 
liues at three different places, w ith col­ 
um ns of from six to eight deep. 
Upon 
this 1 asked him if liis liues should be 
broken w h a t reserve lie hud. H e replied, 
‘N ot a regim ent, ’ and added th a t if he 
should shorten his lines to m ake a re­ 
serve the enem y would turn him , and if 
he should w eaken iiis lines to m ake a 
reserve they w ould be broken. 
And he 
said that had been his condition from 
the opening on the Rappahannock, 
lb* 
also said th a t he had lost m ore m en 
from excessive fatigue and from w a nt 
of vegetables th an by bullets, and re­ 
quested me to see the commissary gen 
eral on m y w ay back and urge him to 
send, as soon us possible, all the pota­ 
toes, onions and other vegetables In* 
could. 
He said th at be had requested 
the m( n to eat sassafras and grapevine 
buds as a substitute for vegetables, but 
th a t these did but little good. 
“ There he was, w ith his back on 
Richmond, seven miles from the city, 
his line being assailed by a force vastly 
more num erous than his own, and he 
w as apparently us cool and St.-If possessed 
and us free from excitem ent as if nothing 
unusual w as occurring, even then keep­ 
ing in m ind the w elfare and necessities 
of the soldiers under his command. 
It 
m ade such an impression on m e of the 
greaUu 
and g randeur of his character 
that 1 could not forget it, and because 
of th at impression I have m ade you this 
statement. 
“ As illustrative of the intrepid valor 
and m ilitary enterprise of G eneral Doe 
w hen that quality would s* rvo his pur­ 
pose*, 1 will m ention another incident, 
which, us far us 1 know, has not been 
noticed by the historians of the war. 
“ W hen tlie Federal arm y w as at Cold 
Harbor, in front of Richm ond, in 18<» 4, 
w ith the w hite house at the head of 
York river as their base of supplies, 
G eneral Lee determ ined to move the 
great body <>f ins com m and around G en­ 
eral G r a nt’s right and put him self be­ 
tween G runt and his base of supplies 
and to put G ra nt between his (L ee’s) 
command and the city of Richm ond. 
Tins m ovement, if it had been executed, 
would have resulted either in the de­ 
struction (» f the Federal arm y or m the 
fall of R ichm ond. 
A fter some of G en­ 
eral Lee’s divisions had G*en put in m o­ 
tion to execute this plan he received a 
dispatch advising him th at the Federal» 
were advancing on L ynchburg in force, 
Mid that w ith out im m ediate h* lp that 
city, w hich at th a t tim e contained a 
large amount of m ilitary stores, m ost 
fall into the hands of the enemy. 
He 
im m ediately ordered G eneral B reckin­ 
ridge to go to tlie relief of L ynchburg 
w ith his division. General Breekcnridge 
was furnished a train of cars and w ith 
all haste reached Lynchburg in time for
